AMENDMENTS TO THE SPECIFICATION 
Amend the paragraph beginning on Page 11, Line 1 as follows: 

Flange 32 must be of a material giving the flange 32 the capability of withstanding the 
handling of the boxes 10, 12 during both shipment and installation without becoming 
separated from the boxes 10, 12. Further, the flange 32 receives double sided tape or 
adhesive (not shown), for example, which may be activated to seal the flange 32 to a vapor 
barrier 62 of the building structure to which the boxes 10,12 are attached, as shown in Fig. 3. 
The flange 32 is resiliency flexible and self supporting. By the term "self supporting," as 
used in the specification herein and in the claims, it is meant that the flange 32 will appear as 
shown in Figs. 1 and 2 in use and that when either box 10, 12 is placed on an upwardly facing 
planar surface, the flange 32 will support the box weight. Flange 32 is also resiliency 
flexible. By the term "resiliency flexible," as used herein, what is meant is that the flange 32 
at any position thereof can be bent so as to position edge 40 42 on upstanding sides 16 and 
when released the flange 32 will reassume the position shown in Figs. 1 and 2 at room 
temperature. 
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
